Advico to Woulil-bu Journalists.? 



The aspirant for an editorial career 
should consider the matter carefully. 

Tho compensation to uewspapor men 
is, on tiio average not largo. Tlieir 
hours are irregular; llicii- work fre- 
quently hard; their disa[)[)ointmerils 
groat; their temptations very numerous; 
their associations sucli as require ,coii- 
stantwatchfulnoss to prevent contami- 
nation. Brilliant newspaper men, as a 
rule, ''burn the caodlo of life at both 
ends, "and if theyhave todo night-work 
aud uso sliiinilant.s, wo may complete 
Adum Clark strong e.\^russion,iaud say 
that in additon tb"burnlb''^ tire"' dandle 
at both em's, thoy pat & red-hot pokor 
in the middle. 

Nevertheless, some have made a 
magnilicdht- success, and have pro- 
served moral integrity and physical 
health down to the full term of human 
life. Many, !oo, whoso siicooss has 
not boon e(ins])ieuouH, liavo done as 
well as the average men in mnrcaiUile 
or other profossious. T-lioso successful 
men ar^l-ldyiri^''Tin^''retiFlttg, just as 
successful' men evei\ywh<)re are — ono 
by ono relaxing their grasp upon tho 
work whii-li has given tbem fame and 
monoy. 2>Jo one need :^iippuse that 
tiiero is no room for liiin in his chosen 
profession. Diseuso, old age .'iiid death 
are ahvay,s making room, Tjie door 
is over open for tho noW' generation, 
thouf^h the struggle 'to ehter'it,m*y at 
certain times bo greater than othor.s. 

It is especially nocess;vry in tlii.'i cA.-^o 
to ask wliothor the roqiii.sit6 natural 
gifts bo iio.^sussed. A jiorson may iiavo 
great intolieetual irifts suited to oratory, 
statesmanship, or commerce, and not 
at all fitted for newspaper work. Jour- 
nalism mnkes a pcouliar demand upon 
the nervous energies, and requires a 
quickness Of thought aud aciion not 
oisewiiore so cssentiiil. Tiioro will bo 
no time for deliberate ex:iniiiiatio'.i, but 
the thouglit, tho decision, llio language, 
must air bo roadv at short notico.'

, tho chimnoy wall, wltioh seemed t9 bo 
about twenty iuohes thick. When tlio 
men first looked at it a boy of 13 years 
was climbing through tho hole iuto tho 

' Chimney. 

"Tho boys have a den in there, I 
presume," said tho older of tho two 
mon. "it is warm and dry and very 
liko thff coves thoy road about in their 
diiuo storios, 'black as a wolf's mouth,' 
jou kaow." 

"Uou''t tho light shine in at tho top 
of tho chimnoy P" inquired the youug 
mail. 

"Ves, but it does not roach them. 
Lot ino-.ioU you something about ehim- 
lioys. Thiit pile of brick is twenty foot 
sijiiurc, and where that boy went in it 
is 'iO inches thick. T'lon comes a space 
that is more than three foot across and 
thou u twelve inch wall surrounds a 
tluo that is abbut'sovon feet on a side. 
That vacant space botwoeu tho inner 
and the outer walls makes a lino cavo 
for the boys. .'Ite chimnoy is thick for 
Its size. Thcfto fs ono in Lawrence, 
Mass., 234 foot high, and is no larger on 
the baso than this one. Down town 
near tho North river ferries is the larg- 
est ohimnoy iu" tho world. Tho inside 
of tho flue is 27 feet 10 inches long by 8 
foot 4 ityqhos wide. It is Q21 feet high. 
It takes tlie smoke from fotir tiers of 
boilers, St! iu all, in wiiich 1,000 tons of 
coal, are buruod in a day. 

"Tlioro nro some' very queer chim- 
neys in tlio world. 1 liuve read of one 
in a Mexican factory which was made 
of aun dried bricks tliutworo ten inches 
lo^ig and seven wide, and three thick. 
TLoro is a chimney iu Pennsylvania 
that is made of old iron rails that does 
good service. Queer, isn't it?" 

"Yes," said tho young man. "Tlio 
houso that Cliristiuo Is'ilsson was born 
in was made of uuhowu logs piled up 
with mud chinked into tho craoks. Tho 
chiiuuoy ig said to be of wood also. 
Long flat pieces were split out of tho 
logs and laid up as wore tho logs of tho 
houso, but into the shape of a fireplace, 
tajporing off into a flue where smaller 
stfoks woro usod. Inside of the tiro- 
placo ft wall of round stones was piled 
up aud thickly jilastered with mud, as 
was tho inside of tho woodon Uuo .above 
Wheu, as occa.sionally happened, tho 
mud fell off, her father climbod up in- 
side and plastered more on. Whether 
that chimney was made so or not, 
plenty of others are in tho West and 
South. " 

"Speaking about fireplaces," said the 
older man, "reminds me of a very sin- 
gular place whore thoy woro formerly 
used. Ono hundrod aud fifty years ago 
stoves were unknown. The fishing 
smacks that sailed out of Gloucester in 
those days were small affairs of from 
twenty to forty tons, but they had to 
carry a firo, of course, in the fore 
cuddy thoy built a brick fireplace, with 
a brick Hue runnini' up through the 
dock. I never hoard that any of them 
burned, either, though the back log 
must have bden woU shaken up whou 
thoy got into achop sua on thoGoorgu's 
bank. The Willow, tho Blanoy, and 
tho Squirrel woro 'pinkory8"whon thoy 
littcd out in flif^t way between 1720 aud 
1730. Tradition 'says that tho Hues 
were good places to smoko herring, 
and that tha lishermuu were about as 
badly smoked in tho cuddy as tho her- 
ring wore in tho Uuo. — I/. Y. Sun.

As is well known toi yachtsmen the 
danger in yachting lies not so much in 
the fact that tho ooat tips over, but 
having onca turned over, it sinks to tho 
bottom, leaving tho occupants without 
support. A geullomau well known in 
banking circles in Boston, has demon- 
strated tho feasibility of u motiiod, sim- 
ple in its coustruotion and so inexpens- 
ive that it can bo applied to any yacht, 
by which tho boat may bo buoyed an 
indehiiite length of time upon tho sur- 
face of tho water, la fact it is im))os- 
sible to sink tho boat. A few days ago 
this gentleman wan sailing with a fair 
ffind, when suddenly the boat was up- 
«et by o.n^ol thoso accidents to which 
all yaohtsmen are liablo. Ho had pro- 
vided for such contingency, however, 
and tho yacht merely turned over and 
floated bottom aide up. Ho easily 
oiiiubod upon tho keel, and, after pick- 
ing up tho Jloating arltelos belonging 
to tho boat, waited for asslstiuioe. He 
was soon from the shore, ami in a short 
time a boat was put out to his assist- 
ance and he was soon on shore again, 
none the worse for tlie accident 

Ho owes his life to tho fact that tho 
boat was provided with air tiglit tanks 
that ])rovoii tod her from sinking. Tlu.'se 
tanks can be made to fit any yacht, 
large or stiiall, at -sucli a trifling cost 
that any owner can provide them. Most 
of the yachts in Boston liarbor are Now- 
port rigged, having no watiir tight 
compartments. Being heavily ballasted 
tlioy sink as soon as they aro filled. 
'There is, however, plenty of waste 
room either at tlie bow, under the 
standing room or along tho sides, that 
could bo piickod with t:iuks, and thus 
transform tho boat into a regular life- 
boat. These t&^ks must, of course, bo 
made of material tba{ is uotafToctdtl by 
salt water. Copper is tlio best butgal- 
/auizod iron will do. They can bo 
maniifAclurcd iu any shape ami of any 
size and can bo fitted to any boat so as 
lo utilize tho wjisto room and at tho 
same tlmq bo kept; out of sight. Tbo 
cost will not 0X000(1 $85 bir $40 per 
boat

The new ahippin^,' law passed by the 
hxnt Ainericnn coiigrci>:! is calculated to lOf- 
foct u much needed refurm in the manage- 
mout.of'the suitors of murchant strips.. The 
bill is intended .tu correct the abuses aris- 
ing out of the custuin ot paying sailors in 
advftMce . and prohibits ahipowners or cap- 
tains from ndvanciiii,' wages to any sailor 
until he him earned thorn. The law hits 
already met with eoiisiderablo opposition 
as refornia do. la most of tlie nmri- 
tiiuo pons of the union there lias been 
some trouble in procuring sailors since the 
passage of the act. Sailors do U3t like it 
because they are unable to carouse about 
townas much as they otherwise uuuld.aud 
in their opposition they are backed by the 
sailor landlords and 3aloon keei)ers. One 
of the principal nr^uiuuiits in favor of the 
now bill was that the advance pay instead 
of bonodtling the sailors was filched from 
them by their landlords, who fell upon 
their prey lilce harpies. Tiiey pluck them 
of every cent and then send them on 
board without even the necessary cloth- 
ing to endure a lonn voyage. It la hardly 
surprising under the circuniatancoa that 
the law should meet with opposition from 
the landlords and their victims, but it is 
an indication of great seiGshness on the 
part of some shipowners who have opposed 
the law because it caused thorn a little in- 
convenience. This should bo cheerfully 
endured for a time fur tiie Piiko of the 
boneticial results wluch will flow to the 
sailors and more especially to some of 
their destitute families. The bill wisely 
provides that if the family of a sailor is 
suffering fur money it will be paid tu his 
wife or any two relatives of the sailor, but 
under no circumstances shall his advance 
wages be handed over to a huidlurd or any 
otlisr who ai^ts a trap to catch the unwary 

tar. 



J)ISKA h'Ll'S SUCCKSSOli. 

iJuring the discussion in the house of 
commons on the iL'th of August on the 
appropriation bill Lord Handolph Church- 
ill denounced the enuimous growth of 
the outlay and attacked the management 
of Mr. Cliilders, chancellor of the u.x- 
cheipiur. Tiui grants under the cuusoiid- 
uted fund during ISTl were five luillion 
pounds over the last year the conservatives 
were in ofllcu.Tho present session had been 
scandalous. The goveriunont had intro- 
duced bills with no intention of passing 
them. EIo instanced the Merchants' yliip- 
piny Bill, the iutroductKin of which was a 
low, miserable election device, emanating 
from an illfained caucus. Lie said the 
government was intrusting tu two meni- 
bera of the Baring Brothers, Northbrouk 
and Sir Evelyn Baring, almost the unliin- 
itod control of England's p(ditical and 
financial interest in Kgypt.and added that 
tho government might as well send two 
""""'•ebdds. Tho government steps for 
tho relief of (jordon were oDviuunij ...ui.. 
cere, and another transparent election 
device. Ho warned the government that 
they were mistaken if thuy expected to 
rivet tho attention of parliament at the 
autumn session on the franchise question. 
Mr. Hugh Childers replied and said that 
Lord Kandolph Churchill evidently 
thought he had inherited Disraeli's man- 
tle. He advised him to adopt a just criti- 
cism and not abandon himself tu violent 
epithets and vuglar abuse. If the house 
supported a policy of economy the govern • 
mont was only too willing to retrench. Hie 
further stated that Karl Nortlibrook hud 
no connection with tho Barings. 

PESSIMISM OF^'UEK TllA l>Ei;S. 

Some of the eastern Canadian papers 
that favor free trade are taking advantage 
of tho present depression in business to rail 
against the national policy. 'I'hey claim 
that protection is tho cause of tho ulack- 
ness in trade and of the many failures 
that have occurred this year. They do not 
stop to consider that though Canada may 
be badly off, the United States is in a 
worse condition, and that althfuigh these 
two countries under a protective tariff 
have had a very unfortunate liriancial year 
th'd position in England under a free trade 
system has not been much belter. The 
truth is that a wave I'f linancial diaa.ster ia 
just now sweeping over the world. These 
are periodical occuneiicL'.i and lliere acema 
to bo no way of averting them. One dis- 
aster brings on another; false structures 
collapse and carry with them trusting do- 
pendencies,and the distress becomes more 
and more widespread until it finally aiib- 
sides under the iiillueiice of cautious in- 
vestment, renewed coiilldeiice and aucceas- 
fuleeasoiia throughout the country. Ilia 
to bb hoped that the worst is now over 
and that business will begin to build up 
again. The action of some Canadian pa- 
pers in ascribing a most gloomy aspect to 
the future is unpatriotic. It instead of re- 
presenting the country to bo in a stale of 
bankruptcy these journals would endeavor 
to inspire their readers with new con- 
fidence we would have inure faith in their 
■•teal for the good of the country. 

STA TE'OF TRA Dli IN KNGLA Mi. 

The depression has laid a luiavy hand on 
British industries. According to tlie 
Board of Trade rt turiis the foreign com- 
merce of the United Kingdom was at a 
lower ebb in Juno than it has sunk to 
since the period of depression from which 
there began to bo a distinct recovery in 
1880. The decrease in in)])orta ia very 
great, amounting, wlieu coiniiarod with 
.the corresponding month of lust year, to 
.mure than 21 per cent. It has e-xtonded 
.over almost all classes of articles of im- 
port. Exports, of course have snU'ered 
too, the failing oH'as compared with .lune, 
1883, being over 7 per cent. Tim figures 
as to tho e.xiioria of iron and steel are fcjr- 
cibly significant of the c.xlrome de|irc.saioii 
of the industry . TluMpiantily of the e.\- 
portationa is I'l per cent, below that of 
June, 1883, but tho value shows a do- 
creaso of 22.1; per cent., and tho circnm- 
atanco that tho depression has oxtendeu 
to.the inachino-niAking branches is proved 
by the fact that tho export of machinury 
exhibiJiB a;f9ll of 13A pe r coat.

A FATAL BEAUTiriEIt. 

Itlrs. Xettie HI. Key Dies From 
iiii Ovei'<lose ol' Ai'i>eiiic. 

The Sacramento Bee of August 12th says: 
This morniug ubout half-past 1 o'clock .Mrs. 
Neltie Key, formerly Miss Nettie Ten Eyck, 
died very suddenly at her mother's resi- 
deiu!c in the CUmie building. At the time 
mentioned a physician was called iu and 
found the lady sutYering from tho effects of 
some drug, which, upon inveHtigatiou, he 
discovered to be arsenic. Upon^qiicslion- 
iug tho patient the physician ascertained 
that she bad taken a dose of araeuic about 
half-past 9 o'clock last night, but upon be- 
ing asked why she had taken tho poisou she 
declined to answer. Her relatives informed 
the medical man that the deceased had been 
ill the habit of using the drug to buaiitify 
her complexion, and they claimed that in 
jnirsuance of Ikt usual course of treatnifiil 
last night she took an oveidoiic and died 
from the efl'octs of it. The doctor is satis- 
lied that he could have saved her if he had 
been called iu at the proper time, but she 
and her folks did uol consider tho case at 
all serious, and therefore did not think of 
sending for him. There were several ru- 
mors on the street to-day that tho deceased 
had, ill a tU of des])ondpncy, takcui a dose 
of arsenic with suicidal iiili'Ut. The sister 
of llu! dead woman and the family physi- 
cian are, however, inclined to the opinion 
that the doath whs accidental. 'l"o ui rivr ni 
the facts in the mutter, the Coroner has de- 
cided to hold an iutiuost. Deceased was 
aged about 21 years. She wus married sev- 
eral years ago, and has a child or two.

KosKDUiin, Aug. It). -The princijial busi- 
ness places of UoHcbuig were bunied this 
iiioriiiiig. Fire originated in the olliee of 
tin: .Metropolitan hotel, but iu a few niin- 
ntes the tlanies bad r(!ached ovvr tho entire 
Iniildiug, and tho guests escaped with only 
their lives. Louis Zoigler, proprietor, lost 
his life in saving his guests, and was burned 
to a crisp. Nelson Johusou, wife aud son, 
of AHtoria, wore all seriously burued, and 
Mrs. .lohuHon, the physieiaim say, cannot 
live. From the hotel thr lire spread to Ale- 
(Julloch & Hot(dikiss's saloon, and Iheiiee 
crosseil the streia and burned liellH's jewid- 
ry store, Cudly's barbe-r shop, .Moore'.s 
saloon, llayne's atjn. Da Moila's liarber 
shop, and damaged the Douglas bank badly. 
Caro Bros.' warehouse, Stiinton's ware- 
house, James Kulok'a store aud Sheridan 
Bros,' hardware store were also burned. 
The total loss is $100,000. 

Mrs. Johnson, who was so badly burued 
at the lire this morning, died 'at z this af- 
tornoou. Her remains will be taken to 
Astoria for burial by to-morrow's train.

Bo.sroN, Aug. 20. — At the Paris Ho'mo 
yesterday Mrs. I'arnoll hold a conforeuco 
with a number of Catholic bishops and 
leaders of the Irish National League con- 
cerning the means by which the coming 
political contest in this country could bo 
turned tu the advancement of Ireland's 
cause. It is understood that Mrs. Farnoil 
reiireaonted her son at tho conforeuco. 
Mrs. I'arnell submitled tho details of a 
scheme fur the beuetil of Irish home in- 
dnatry, which she slated was conceived by 
her son. rariiell, sho said, had formed 
an association in England aud Ireland of 
capitalists aud manufacturers, whose aim 
is to encourage heme industry in Ireland. 
This association proposed to establish fac- 
tories for the exclusive niaiiufacturo of 
Irish goods, such u.h could nut be mauu- 
facturiul ill England or other countries, 
including such articles as lace, linens, 
frie/.es, woolens and Iweods, and prepar- 
ations wore already in progress for the 
establishment of such factories in d^^er- 
out parts of Ireland. Mrs. Parnoll made 
the suggeaiioii ascoiiiiof^ fiom lioi son that 
a proposition be submitted to the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties, the accep- 
tance of which by either would decide for 
which party the organized Irish voto 
would be cast. Mrs. Parnell stated that 
as these Irish goods could not be made in 
the country their imiiortation would not 
ill any sense conflict with American home 
industry, inasmuch as the association iu 
Kngland proposed to o.xcluaivuly control 
the productions. Mr. Parnell's proposi- 
tion, thorofore, was that a direct oiler bu 
submitted to the political parties of the 
United Htalea, as follows; "If, in accor- 
dance with tho friendly feeling oi- 
prcased towards Ireland by Americans, 
one of the political partioB will incorpor- 
ate a plank "ngi-i |>l..tf..im iu favor of ad- 
mitting goenla of Irish manufacture free 
of duty, specifying such gonds as cannot 
bo manufactured olsewhero than iu Ire- 
laml, and the iuiportalion of which will 
not coiiipete with .American productions, 
then such party will receive the organized 
sui/[)ort of Iriahmoii in America." 

Mrs. I'aruell loaves for Now York to- 
day to take preliminary steps toward an 
organi'/ation in the Irish interests, so that 
in case of action by either of the loading 
polilical parties the promiaos conluined in 
the proposiliiui can be fulfilled. 

Mrs. I'arnell e.Nf)lain3 with regard to 
the report that she is unoaged in tho 
organi/.alioii of a party for tho beiiotit of 
the Iri.sli .-Vmerican voters, that she is not 
organizing a party, and has not expressed 
the slighlcsl prefi;rence for cither of tho 
.■Viiierican parties. .She believes, how- 
ever, that many articles produced in Ire- 
land might bo admitted free, or almost 
free of duty, as thoy are not competitive 
with iVinerican or English articles. Her 
only purpose is to direct attention to this 
industrial field, which will be highly bene- 
lici'al to both Ireland and .•Vmorica.

Paronta often complain to mo that 
their^sons'wbo hayo boon to school all 
ttieir Uvea have no ' choice of occupa- 
tion, or that thoy choose to bo accoiint- 
unt3 or clerks, instead of manufactur- 
ers or mechanics. Those complaints 
are invariably unreasonable; for how 
can one cliooso at all, or wisely, when 
ho knows so little? 

I confidently bolioTO that tho devel- 
opment of the manual elements in 
school will prevent those serious errors 
in tho choice of ii vocation which -ioo 
often wreck tho fondest hopes. It is 
not assumed lliat every boy who cnlei'.s 
a mauual-training school is to bo ii 
mechanic; his training loaves him free. 
No pupils were over more unprejudiced, 
better prepared to look below tho sur- 
!faoo, less the victims of a false gen- 
tility. Some find tliat they havo ao 
taste for manual arts, and will turn 
iuti) other paths — law, metlicino, or 
litoraliire. Great facility iu lho acqui- 
sition aud use uf language is uflen ac- 
companied by a lack of oilher mechan- 
ical iulorust or power. When such a 
bias is discovered the lad should un- 
questionably bo sent to his grammar 
and dictiuuary rather than to tho labo- 
ratory or dnuijxiiting-room. On tho 
other hand, decided apliuulo for handi- 
craft is not unfrequeiitly coupled with 
a strong aversion to and unliinoss for 
abstract and lliourotioal iuvestio^utioiid. 
There can bo no doubt that, in such 
cases, mure time should bo spent in 
tho shop, and less iu tho lecture and 
recitation room. Soiuo who dovolop 
both natural skill and strong intollec- 
tual powers will push on llirough tho 
polytechnic school into professional 
lifo, as enj^iiioors ami scientists. Oth- 
ers will liud their tjroat usefulness, as 
hiirhest happiness, in some branch of 
mechauical work, into which thoy will 
readily step when thoy leave sidiool. 
All will gain intulleolually bv their ex- 
poriouco in contact with things. The 
grand result will bo an increasing iu- 
toresl iu iiiauufaciuring pursiiit.s, 
more intelligeiil mechanics, mure suc- 
cessful inaniifaoUirers, bettor lav>-yers, 
more skillful physicians, and more use- 
ful cili-/.ens.

Chapleau and Mr. Justice Gray took their 
seats^with'ciQly ten persons present. Hon. 
Mr. Justice Gray said ha thought it a mis- 
take on the part of the people to staj- 
away and neglect to appear as witnesses. 

Sonntor Mclnnis said hehad been exam- 
ined on this subject in the house of com- 
nion.i in 1878 and hia opinions are un- 
chanued. He is more in favor of restrict- 
ing than ever. 

Mr. Homer did not think that so much 
capital would bo invested in canneries if 
the Chinese wore not here, but considers 
that ninety per cent, of the Uhiiieso hero 
may bo called bud; that a groat many 
white men who came in with small means 
failed to get employment in cousuquuncu 
of the Chinese compotitiou.The Ohinaman 
is preferred because his labor costs less: 
Tho wages Chinese get is not suflicient for 
while men; thoy got about Jl'ij a month; 
but that is not enough for a white man. 
He believed labor would not cost more 
if tho Chinese wero expelled.

Mr. Norman Bole skid he had strong 
roaaon to boliovo that they liavo a tribunal 
of their own in which persona accused of 
criminal olTencos are tried. They have no 
right to sottlo criminal cases outside our 
courts. They have no respect, for an oath. 
The majority of the Chinese that como 
here are slaves. A number of them are 
now destitute. Some who aro in prison 
have declared that they committed larceny 
to keep theniaolves from starvation. 

Mr. Jas. Laidlaw: If the Chinese wore 
to leave the country the fisheries would 
slop. It would be an advantage to white 
laborers to gut rid of the Cliinuso. The 
Chinoie do their work well and 1 would 
rather take charge of 300 Chinamen than 
of ;iO white men. Witness never heard of 
a ci-implaint of tho morality of the Chi- 
nese employed as servants. They do not 
spend their uionuy foolishly. I would por- 
fer white men if I could get them and 
would give them higher wages. 

Mr. 1). Chishulin: My sympathies are 
entirely with the working men, but 1 do 
not wish to givo evidence. Tho repre- 
sentatives we send to Ottawa sliould be 
and are tit to represent u> there, and I am 
surprised to know that the government at 
Ottawa should tend persons here to make 
en(|uiries of such persons as myself. I 
think it is a shame to expend the people's 
money in bringing Chinese hero to com- 
))Ote with the workingmen of this pro - 
vince. The canneries are tho only ni- 
dnntrios that would sutler by tliu ab.sence 
of the Ohineao. Every workingman in 
the province is opposed to the Chilieso 
and so am I. I do not think the repre- 
sentatives of Nova Scotia ur Ontario ht to 
consider this question at all. Our repro 
seiitatives have declared at Ottawa the 
wishes of our people and tho Dominitm 
government should decide according to 
their evidence.

Turnier^-°^cctbn Co.'s Proiiosal 

VicTOUiA, Xug. 20, 1884. 
To Ilis Worship tho Mayor and City 
Councillors of Victoria : 
Gentlemen, — Owing to the failure to 
pass the bylaw authorizing the 100,000 
dollar loan, it will bo imonseible fur you 
to carry on the prouoscd improvement and 
extension of tho water works to i)rovid(3 a 
supply of water, for all parts of the 
city. 

It IS, however, gentlemen, certain that 
the present state of matters in conuoctiou 
with water supply, cannot be allowed to 
continue, as with the steady increase of 
population a large quantity of water must 
bo provided. 

Wo believe that tho only certain way to 
give Victoria a constant and ample sup- 
plj' of good water would bo, by having tho 
water works in the hands of a responsible 
private com|jany bound down strictly by 
act of logislaturo to furnish every con- 
sumer in the city with an uiilirr.ited 
amount of good water, at a nuHlerate 
charge. 

With a view to carry out thi.s, wo i.re 
authorized by responsible parties to pur- 
chase from the city the water works as 
they now stand, and we hereby offer for 
thorn tho sum of two hundred and fifty 
thouaaiui dollars cash down on completion 
of necessary documents. 

The parties we represent would agree 
to supjily eveiy cuusiiiiier with all the 
water rctjuired; thoy would further agree 
to expend at least sixty thousand dollars 
at once in extending and improving the 
-water works oillier on tho place as roeeul- 
ly proposed by the city or any other that 
might prove better for ' tho purpose, but 
801 as, to givo a, full supply for donioatio 
and other purposes to the highest as well 
as lowest parts of tho city, and to arrange 
for future extensions to suit the re<)uire- 
•ments of ihoreasud" population;- and hero 
improving the 'sanitary conSitioh of tho 
city and (^'iving security again.-it" lire ; fur- 
thermore they Wiiuld agree in supply the 
water at same price as now lixed by water 
coratuissioner. A\\ this cmdd be secured 
under an act of the legislature which 
would authorize the transfer. 

Tho advantages the city would gain by 
having tho water works in the hands jf a 
responsible private company uro nuitiy. 
Under the present system the works aro 
in tho hand.s of the council, which changes 
yearly, and which cannot be made respon- 
sible for any deficioncy or other failing, 
whereas a private company could be com- 
pelled to carry out the agreement in ac- 
cordance v.'ith the act; furthermoro it is 
certain that any changes or inqirnvement 
of the works whilst they ..re carried on by 
the council must oiitail additional tax- 
ation, and with tho iincuttaiiily alv>iiyb 'ue- 
fore the taxpayer as to whether the im- 
provements will be effectual, whereas if 
in tho hands of a private company, no fur- 
ther taxat inn would be posalblo for water 
works [iiu-piises. 

The plan wo offer would place in the 
hands of tho city such a large anuiunt of 
iiv.iilable cash as to enable a good system 
of drainage and sewerage to be at unco 
itiaugurated, without adding to the burden 
of taxation; this would much increase tho 
value of real estate and make Victoria still 
more desirable than now as a place of re 
sidence. 

Tho sum wo oiler would give the city the 
handsome bonus of about 90,000 dollars 
over the coat of the water works as they 
now stand — less the sinking fund in 
hand.

Tho Brooklyn Bridge. 



"Those arc massive towors, are they 
not?" said Bridge Suiiorintoudent Mar- 
tin to a Now York Mail and Kxjiras.i 
reporter, as he pointed with evident 
jiride to tho groat pile of masonry visi- 
ble from his ollice window on Sands 
street, Brooklyn, and over which tho 
huge cables that support tho great 
great bridge aro strung. 

"Well," continued he, "solid as they 
look and art!, had Mr. Koobling cau.sod 
tlie ends of the main cables to be made 
fast where they run over the saddles in 
tho towers, not only would tho bridge 
have been a failure. but it would have 
been a death-trap through which thous- 
ands would have been precipitated to 
the streets below or into the waters of 
the river." 

"Has there ever boon a suflicient 
crowd concentrated at ono point to 
have broken tho towers by thoir weight 
were it not that the wires wore mount- 
ed on the saddles?" 

"Yes, sir, on several occasions. A 
notable one was when the DeLong fu- 
neral was passing over. The proces- 
sion after leaving the solidly built part 
of the bridge on tho New York side, 
struck the short suspension span just 
west of tho towers.
